1. TWO relatives of the missing communists who "DISAPPEARED" 

IN DECEMBER REQUESTED ON FEBRUARY IS THAT THE EMBASSY TRANSMIT ' 
THE CONTENTS OF A TELEGRAM THEY SAID THEY ATTEMPTED TO SEND TO 
THE US CONGRESS, REGARDING THE PLIGHT OF THE MISSING RELATIVES. 
THE TWO -- DAUGHTERS OF JUAN FERNANDO 0RTI2 LETELIER AND 
LINCQYAN BERRIOS — ALSO. PRODUCED A LETTER ADDRESSED TO THE EMBAS 
FROM THE. FAMILIES OF ALL THE MISSING, IN WHICH THEY ASSERT 
THAT TWO CHILEAN COMMUNICATIONS COMPANIES AND ITT REFUSED TO SEND 
THE TELEGRAM, ON GROUNDS THAT THEY HAD RECEIVED "ORDERS FROM 
ABOVE" NOT TO TRANSMIT THIS TYPE OF INFORMATION. 

2. THE TWO RELATIVES COMPLAINED THAT THE GOC IS HARASSING 

THE FAMILIES FOR THEIR CONTINUING EFFORTS TO ELICIT PUBLICITY ON 
THIS ISSUE, AND ASSERTED THAT THE GOVERNMENT HAS THREATENED 
REPRISALS SHOULD THE FAMILIES CONTINUE. 

3. AN INFORMAL TRANSLATION Of THE TELEGRAM DIRECTED TO THE US 
SENTATE AND HOUSE’ FOLLOWS : "IN OUR SITUATION AS WIVES, PARENTS 
AND CHILDREN OF 13 PERSONS ARRE5TED'IN THE COUNTRY, ON WHOM 
THERE HAS 3FEN NO INFORMATION SINCE THEIR ARREST TWO MONTHS 
AGO, WE URGlxTLY ASK THAT YOU UNDERTAKE MESURE3 TO DETERMINE THE 
LOCATION AND STATUS OF OUR RELATIVES AND, IN CASE THAT THEY HAVE 
BEEN TRANSFERRED TO ARGENTINA, PRESS FOR THEM TO BE SHOEN. THEY 
ARE (LIST OF THE 13 FOLLOWS). THE MAJORITY ARE OUTSTANDING LABOR 
LEADERS AND MEMBERS OF THE COMMUNIST PARTY, WHICH QUALIFIES THEf- 
AS POLITICAL DISSIDENTS. APPRECIATING YOUR EFFORTS BEFORE HAD, 

THE RELATIVES." 

4. REF C REPORTED 'THAT THE GOA ANNOUNCED THE ENTRY INTO ARGENTI 
OF TWO MORE MISSING CHILEAN COMMUNISTS, RAISING TO SIX THE 
NUMBER IT HAS ACKNOWLEDGED AS HAVING ENTERED ARGENTINA. THE 
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TWO -- REINALDA PEREIRA (IN ADVANCED STAGES OF PREGNANCY) AND 
LINCOYAN BERRIOS -- ARE ; AMONG THE EIGHT PERSONS WHOM THE GOC 
DbCUMENTED HAS HAVING LEFT CHILE FOR ARGENGINA AROUND THE END 
OF 1976 (REF B). 

5. COMMENT: THE LATEST VISIT BY RELATIVES OF* THE MISSING 
COMMUNISTS CONTINUES THE FAMILIES’ CAMPAIGN TO SOLICIT EMBASSY 
ASSISTANCE IN SEEKING INFORMATION ON THE MISSING. THEY GIVE 
EVERY EVIDENCE OF SINCERITY, BUT WE DO NOT EXCLUDE THE POSSIBILITY 
OF THEIR INVOLVEMENT IN A COMMUNIST ATTEMPT TO DISCREDIT THE 
GOVERNMENT BY MOUNTING PHONY ’‘DISAPPEARANCES.” 
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
